Look at the treatment of 
the members of Congress, who are in the minority. 
"Their right of free diecuesion is topped at any time,

eal! for the previous question. But, where the righta 
of she minority, not being distinguishabis, ornnat be 
vielated without infringing those of the majority, if 
tha majority protect the rights ofthe minority, it will 
be merely froma regard to thelr own rights. The 
‘majority, therefore; when they epeak of being actu- 
ated by trath, hone, integrity, love of juctice, and a 
regard for the equal rights of all, use these words 
only im the same sense as editors of newspapers und 
popular orators do the expression, of hating slavery 
én the abstract; for, in the. conereée, that is, where it 
evils theie interest or convenience to disregard them, 
they aro not influenced by such sentiments in the 
slightest degréce.: In the Declaration of Indcpen- 
dence, all men.are declared free and equal. ‘Tho 
‘Constitution of the United States purports to be made 
by the people of the United States. It has been de- 
cided by enlightened Judges, thai slaves are act 
parties to it. Is thie decision conficed to inhabit- 
ants of the United States, justly: beld in bondage, or 
does it extend to those, who are unjustly enslaved t 
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If these, who ere unjustly enslaved, are excluded 
from the 1 protection of the Constitution, then kid- 
napping ig net: restrained ; for, by kidnapping a man, 
you make him « slave, and thus deprive him af the 
benefit of its safeguard. Hf these inhabitants, only, 
whe are justly held in bondage, are excluded, then 
every black inhabitant in the United States is protest. 
ed by the, Constitution. For, where is the maa of 
common sense, in any of the United States, whether 
a free or a slave State, dhat will juctify the holling. of 
slaves, unless perhaps this ignorant and infatsated 
negro preacher, whose detention is the subject ftho
